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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kuriyama 
(5,838,609). 

The patent discloses a memory cell in figure 19 comprising a pair of word lines 
(WWL, WRL), a column of data line pairs (RBL, WBL) defining the properties of a single 
pixel or cell, each cell connected to the plurality of lines, wherein the word line pairs 
include a read word line and a write word line (RWL, WRL) and the world lines can be 
active simultaneously and function safely in a simultaneous write/read condition. 

Claims 1,6,7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Iwahashi et al (6,707,751). 

The patent discloses a memory cell in figure 1 comprising a pair of word lines 
(MWD0, MWWD0), a column of data line pairs defining the properties of a single pixel 
or cell, each cell connected to the plurality of lines, wherein the word line pairs include a 
read word line and a write word line and the world lines can be active simultaneously 
and function safely in a simultaneous write/read condition. 

As for claims 6,7, claim 2 of the patent discloses the claimed latch and its 
connection to the specified Word Line and Data Line. 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 10,11,21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Kuriyama and Iwahashi et al. 

Although the two patents may have missed a polysilicon based TFT/s and the 
claimed channel thickness of the claimed transistor, poly-TFTs are common in the art 
for one skilled in the art to find such devices obvious in view of their high current driving 
capacities, high mobility and high speed characteristics. 

As for the claimed channel thickness, channel thickness is a known variable that 
changes from one to another depending on tolerated leakage currents, channel 
conductance/resistance and etc that has no patentable weight standing alone without 
criticality. 

As for claims 1 1 ,21 , the claimed function is typical for latches, which are normally 
used as buffers in memory cells. 

Claims 8,9,15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
